Jews Face the Invasion 


TREACHERY OF FIFTH 
COLUMN 


The Nazi invasion of Holland and Belgium did not 
catch the local Jewish communities unawares, as it did 
those of Denmark and Norway. For weeks prior to the 
event, the Nazi Press and wireless had been issuing the 
most blood-curdling threats to the Jews, who accordingly 
made whatever preparations they could to meet the 
emergency. Nevertheless, the rapidity of the Nazi 
advance has left the Jews little hope. 

One of the most radical measures taken by the 
Belgian and Dutch Governments just before the invasion 
was the closing of all the anti-Semitic organisations, 
which were at the same time the pro-Nazi organisations, 
and the arrest or internment of leading anti-Semites. 

in Belgium, the Fascist leader, Degrelle, together with 
his chief assistants, were arrested a day before the inva- 
sion and that tended to reassure the Jewish population. 
In the Belgian districts of Eupen and Malmédy, where 
pro-German Flemish Nationalists were active, the head- 
quarters of their organisations were closed by the police 
several days earlier. During police raids, ample evidence 
was found that the anti-Semites. had been in direct con- 
tact with the Nazis in Germany. A list was found of 
leading Belgian Jews who were to be arrested as soon 
as the Germans invaded the country. The list included 


most Jewish industrialists, prominent merchants, and - 


active social workers. 
Aati-Semites Arrested 


In Holland, three thousand anti-SemiteS and Nazi sym- 
pathisers who formed the backbone: of the Dutch Fitth 
Column were arrested 

l atest reports from Belgium state that many refugees who 
had previously been interned in camps are now being 
released to join the Belgian Army as volunteers. 

Belgium has a native Jewish population of 60,000, and 
Holland of 120,000. Apart from these. there are 14,000 
refugees in Belgium and 25,000 in Holland, The biggest 
Jewish centres in Belgium are Antwerp and Brussels; and 
in Holland Amsterdam has one of the leading as wel! as 
one of the oldest and most renowned Jewish communities 
in Europe. Following the Dutch surrender, great anxiety, 
is felt regarding the fate of the Jewish population, particu- 
larly the refugees. 

in Luxembourg, a Jewish Community of 3,000, as well 
as several hundred refugees, are at the mercy of the Nazis. 

Already, German wireless stations have launched a violent 
campaign against the Jews in the Low Countries, alleging 
that Jewish soldiers and civilians shot Nazi parachutists 
and ill-treated German women and children: and they 
threaten revenge. Leaflets were dropped by Nazi aeroplanes 
telling the populations that the German armies had come 
to liberate them from “ their Jewish masters.” 


ESCAPE FROM AMSTERDAM 


Mr. Maurice Franks, British Pro-Consul in Amsterdam, 
was evacuated with the British Consular Staff, together with 
Mrs. Franks and their two sons and other British subjects, 
who left on Monday night with the last party of evacuces. 
Mr. Franks, who was formerly a member of the editorial 
staff of THe JewisH CHRONICLE, and later acted as 
Amsterdam correspondent, served in the British Army 
during the last war. 


IN THE MAGINOT LINE 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent} 


“Polish Jews will not hesitate to sacrifice their blood 
and their possessions in the firm belref that they are fighting 
for a great cause. ... They are fighting for the restoration 
of the Polish Republic, in which there will be no room tor 
racial or religious discrimination.” 

These words, expressing the loyalty of the Polish Jews, 
were part of a manifesto issued in Paris by the Union of 
Jewish Ex-Servicemen and distributed to all Jews serving 
in the Polish forces just before a part of them were sent 
to take up positions in the Maginot Line and elsewhere. 
(Polish units in the Maginot Line are believed to include 
250ui 3,000 Jews at present.) 


THE ALIEN ROUND-UP 


Philosophic Attitude of 
Refugees 


HARDSHIP. MUST BE BORNE 
[From our Special Correspondent) 


Hitler's latest actions have once again affected the lives 
of the thousands of Austrians and Germans who have been 
torced to flee from their homeland to seck refuge here. 

Following .on the extension of hostilities to the Low 
Countries, and the overwhelming evidence now available 
of the extent to which picked parachute troops seek to cause 
contusion behind the lines, the Home Office on Sunday issued 
an Order for the internment of male enémy aliens between 
the ages of sixteen and sixty living in an area stretching 
from the Isle of Wight in the south up castern coastal 
counties as far as the Moray Firth. 

Rigorous restrictions were also imposed on all other male 
aliens between the same ages who were in the same area. 

By Sunday evening, 3,000 Germans and Austrians had 
been interned. They were taken entirely without warning 
by city, town, and country police. The Order named 
military centres where the aliens were to be taken before 
being sent to internment camps. Special directions were 
given that the Germans and Austrians were not to be taken 
tO prisons. 

It was emphasised that this action was purely precaution- 
ary and was not based on positive evidence obtained agatnst 
any individuals, 


Effect On Employment 


his swift action has considerably affected the voluntary 
retugee organisations. Many of the interned were in, work, 
and their dependents have now become a charge upon the 
voluntary organisations. I understand that representation 
is being made to the Government about this. The employ- 
ment of refugees is quite impossible now in the affected 
areas, and so many people whom it was hoped would be 
sent from London, for instance, to take jobs there must 
continue to remain dependent upon places like Bloomsbury 
House. 

So far as Tribunals are concerned, the new position ts 
not vet quite clear. Even Germans and Austrians who had 
been given C certificates have been interned. 

Ihe only exemptions given by the police were, I under- 
stand, to invalids and infirm people. 

the full text of the Home Office Order is as follows: 

The Home Secretary has authorised and directed the tempor- 
ary internment of Germans and Austrians belonging to the 
following category—namely, all males over the age of sixteen 
and under the age of sixty (excluding the invalid or inhrm) who 
are in the followime counties: 

Hampshire, the Isle of Wight, East and West Sussex, 
Kent (excluding that part in the Metropolitan Police District), 
Essex (excluding that part in the Metropolitan Police Dis- 
trict), East and West Suffolk, Norfolk, Cambridgeshire, Isle 
of Ely, Huntingdonshire, Rutland, Soke of Peterborough. 
Lincolnshire, Yorkshire (East Riding and North Riding), 
Durham, Northumberland, Berwickshire, Roxburgh, Selkirk, 
Peebles, East Lothian, Midlothian, West Lothian, Fileshire, 
Kinrosshire, Angus, Kincardineshire, Aberdecnshire, Banfl- 
shire, Morayshire, Nairn, and in the following burghs outside 
the counties mentioned—namely, Perth and Inverness. 

Every male German or Austrian must take care not to ente: 
this area until further order unless he has the express permission 
of the Secretary of State. 


8 o'clock Curfew 


The Home Secretary has also made an Order directing that 
all other male ahens of whatever nationality over the age o! 
sixteen and under the age of sixty, if living in the areas described 
above. shall be subject to the following resirictions—namely : 

(1) They shall report daily im person to a police station. 

(2) They shall not make use of any motor velicle (other 
than a public conveyance) or any bicycle. 

(3) They shall not be out of doors between the hours of 
& p.m. and 6 a.m, 

Chief Constables are authorised in certain circumstances to 
grant exemptions from these three restrictions to any alien. if 
they are satisfied that exemption may properly be granted with- 
out prejudicing the national imterest, 

These measures are to be considered as measures of urgency 
applied to areas where for military reasons special precautions 
are required for the time being. 

It is recognised and much regretted that these necessary 
measures will involve for a period great hardship in individual 
cases. Those persons, however, who are affected by them and 
who are in fact faithful to the vital interests of this country 
will give the best proof of their attitude by submitting freely 
and uncomplainingly to the restrictions which the exigencies of 
the situation for the moment require. ~ 

It is intended that the rigour of these measures should be 
mitigated as soon as circumstances permit.

NEW COLONIAL MINISTER 
Lord Lloyd Appointed 


Lord Lioyd was sworn in on Monday as Secretary of 
State for the Colonies in succession to Mr. Malcolm 
MacDonald. 

The new Colonial Secretary expressed his views on 
Palestine in an article in the SuNpay CHRONICLE in October, 
1938, when he proposed a solution of the question by giving 
the Arabs an assurance of a permanent majority and by 
opening Transjordan to Jewish immigration.

Lord Lloyd's advent to the Colonial Office at the age of 
SiAty ts actually his first appearance in a British Government 
He had two spells in the House of Commons as Conservative 
member for West Stafford, 1910-18. and Easthourne, 1924-25 
lf remember him in 1910-14 House. and can bear witness to 
the vitality and alertness that distinguished him then as at 
does to-day... He was fascinated by. the East Much of his 
early manhood was spent in wandering through Asia. The 
last war took him to the East. where he served en the 
staff and with his regiment in Egypt, Gallipoli, Palestine, 
and the Hedjaz 

Hardiy was the war ended when he was appointed 
Governor of Bombay (1918-23). He succeeded Allenby as 
High Commissioner for Egvpt in 1925, and remained there 
until a sharp difference with the lafe Mr. Arthur Henderson, 
when the latter was Foreign Secretary in the Labour Govern- 
ment, led to his resignation in 1929 

The general impression of him is that he is firm and just 
and that he has always been known as an able administrator 
it may be his destiny to promote a tasting Arab-Jewish 
understanding in Palestine. 

Mr. George Hall (Lab... Aberdare) has been appornted 
Under-Secretary for.the Colonies. -An old miner. he has 
taken a notable part in Welsh public life. He was Civa 
Lord at the Admiralty in the Labour Government 1929-1931. 
On him will fall the responsibility of answering for the 
C olonies in the House of Commons. 


NO FASCISTS FOR ANTI-PARACHUTE CORPS 


Special precautions will be taken. in connection with the 
recruitment of the new anti-parachutist Local Defence 
Volunteers, to prevent the inclusion of Fifth Columnists and 
men of Fascist sympathies. the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
was intormed this week by authoritative military quarters. 

The announcement of the formation of the new force 
had given rise to fears that Fascists would be instructed to 
join in order to secure arms and occupy key posts. Rigorous 
inguiries, the J.7.4, was told, would be made about 
each volunteer before he is enrolled and issued with arms 
It is hoped, it was stated, to recruit the new force mainly 
from the ranks of the British Legion. People with Fascist 
sympathies were described as ~ Fifth Column suspects,” and 
as such they would certainly not be given arms. 

The volunteers will be organised mainly in smal! towns 
and villages where, it was pointed out, everyone knows 
everybody else and the local police are in a position to 
judge whether recruits are undesirable.

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Refugees are, of course, greatly distressed by this new 
action, but I find that on the whole they do not regard it 
as being at all a personal matter. “If it is in the interests 
of this country,” a number have said to me, “ we shall 
not complain.” 

There have, however, been exceptions to this spirit. Cases 
of suicide and of attempted suicide as a result of these 
drastic new restrictions have already been reported to me. 

Viewpoints expressed in leaders in THe Times and the 
News CHronicce have been generally accepted. 

THe TimMes commented: 

“It is fully appreciated that these measures will cause 
hardship, but they are considered indispensable in view of 
the military situation; and they are in a very real sense a 
protection to those affected, who, if Hitler did try his 
technique of invasion on this country, would certainly be 
exposed to suspicion from the British public. In such an 
event an alien, even if wholly innocent of complicity, would 
certainly be thought guilty if he had been as free as many 
aliens in this country still are; but the new Order makes it 
impossible for him to be guilty.” 

The Sacrifice For Victory 

The News CHRONICLE said: 

“ The new internment Order will cause hardship to many 
men whose greatest hope in life is to see the Nazi system 
destroyed. We believe, however. that the Germans and 
Austrians who have found asylum in Britain will understand 
that the harmful activities of the unknown few can only 
be checked by restraint upon all. In such circumstances, 
internment must not be regarded as a penalty but as the 
sacrifice which friendly German and Austrian aliens must 
make for victory.” 

It is believed in certain quarters that within a short period 
those enemy aliens about whose bona fides there cannot 
be the slightest doubts will be released. 

It is also believed, however, that the regulations regarding 
aliens are likely to be extended to al! parts of the country. 
The EVENING News last Monday voiced ‘this demand when 
it wrote: “ There will be security onl) when all of them 
[the enemy aliens] are safely under guard.”

In writing to foreign countries, the name and full postal 
address of the sender must be stated both on the outside of 
the envelope and in the letter itsel! 

Correspondence with persons m enemy or enemy-occupied 
territory cannot be forwarded except through the officially 
authorised intermediaries—Messrs. Thomas Cook and Son, 
Berkeley Street, London, W.1, or the British Red Cross 
Society. Attempts to correspond with persons in enemy 
territory through other channels are viewed very seriously. 

This ryle does not apply to British or Allied prisoners 
of war or internees, who can be written to directly.

The 
Kimberleys had the first three requirements. He was certain 
that the Jewish settler could add the fourth and thus assure 
the success of the entire plan. 


ORT’S AGRICULTURAL TRAINING 


Economic independence achieved by honest work is a 
tremendous moral factor which may in the end heal the 
terrible wounds inflicted on Polish Jewry. 

Among the refugees in Vilna alone there are nearly 2,000 
Chalutzim for whom, in agreement with the leadership ol 
that organisation, the Ort is organising training courses. 
Of these only about 75 can count on proceeding to Palestine 
in the near future. 

In addition. there are nearly 2.400 students of Yeshivot 
who have now recognised the necessity of learning to do 
some economically useful work. At the request of the heads 
of these Yeshivot, the Ort is organising courses and work 
for them. Among them there are artisans who could work 
if they had workshops. These are now being organised and 
in the workshops a number of juvenile refugees will receive 
training.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK _ 


SABBATHS OF YEARS 


“And thou shalt number seven sabbaths of years unto 
thee, seven times seven years . . . even forty and nine 
years.” —Leviticus xxv, 8. 


The Israelite of old was never allowed to forget or 
ignore the lapse of time. He was bidden to interrupt 
his work periodically in order to count the days, the 
weeks, the years, and the sabbatical cycles, and at the 
end of seven periods of seven years he was to proclaim 
the jubilee year, which brought “liberty throughout the 
land unto all the inhabitants thereof” and caused a 
redistribution of wealth among the people. It is a great 
experience for any man to look back upon “ seven 
sabbaths of years ” and to recall the changes which have 
taken place during his lifetime, or marked the stages of 
his earthly pilgrimage. But individual experience, what- 
ever its nature, seldom exceeds fifty years of toil. 
Whether a man’s ambitions have been realised during 
that period or not, the time which follows the jubilee of 
his own labours is inevitably a time of decline, and 
although the declining years may still be counted, they 
seldom really count. In the life of a nation, however, 
jubilee periods may succeed each other while the years 
of growth and development continue, and the hopes of 
achievement and progress may be renewed with ever- 
brightening prospects. Successive generations may thus 
recall the shaping of their country’s destiny, and 
examine the records of their people’s achievements or. 
failures, victories or defeats, with eyes fixed on a goal 
that the nation may yet reach, even though the individual 
members thereof may never see it. If one jubilee fails 
to bring the realisation of an ideal—if instead of 
“liberty throughout the land” it brings oppression and 
servitude—the work may soon be resumed in prepara- 
tion for another jubilee, and the counting of the years 
may go on in anticipation of coming changes that would 
bring new conditions, open up new prospects, and give 
the people's life a new meaning and a new value. 

It is in this spirit that Israel has observed the 
“ sabbaths of years” throughout the ages, and it is this 
readiness to start counting the years anew after each 
period of disillusionment and depression that has saved 
the Jewish people from despair and from death. How- 
ever discouraging the conditions may have been in 
which the individual Jew, or a whole generation of 
Jews, had to live and work, the thought of a final 
decline and fall, either for Israel or for humanity, was 
never allowed to prevail, and the beginning of a new 
era was always deemed to be near and worth waiting 
for. The failure of one period of years to bring the 
anticipated change was not allowed to destroy the hope 
for a change in the next ‘period, and even the passing 
of the centuries did not affect the Jewish outlook and 
the Jewish striving for the time when “liberty would 
be proclaimed throughout the land unto,all the inhabi- 
tants thereoi.” The disappointments experienced in . 
the past periods of history, far from weakening the 
Jewish faith im the future, have rendered that faith 
immune against the disheartening effect of the relapse 
into barbarism in which the nations are periodically 
involved, and with which the world ts faced to-day. 
Although the Jew ts the first to suffer from the effects 
of this relapse. he is the last to accept it as a sign of 
final decay. He always persists in praying and waiting 
for the next change and is sure that humanity will yet 
be redeemed from evil. 

It may. be difficult at the present time to turn one’s 
eye away from the prevailing gloom and to discern the 
signs of the dawn of a new day. The “sabbaths of 
years” of our modern period have brought no jubilee 
celebrations in which the Jewish people, or humanity as 
a whole, could take part, or which could be associated 
with the tocsin of freedom and with the tidings of human 
equality. Whatever reason the world had fifty years 
ago to look to the coming of the twentieth century as to 
the approach of an era of growing enlightenment and 
Steady progress has been nullified in the last decade, 
and no one can tell whether at the end of the present 
decade the plight of Israel and the nations will be happier 
and more compatible with the faith in human progress, 
which is such an essential part of the Jew’s undying 
optimism. But it is just because Israel has lived 
through a greater number of “ sabbaths of years” than 
any other people that this undying optimism can assert 
itself, and prepare us for the celebration of the next 
jubilee as the beginning of a new epoch in the moral 
and spiritual development of man. 

How interesting it is to note that in the midst of the

Mr. Shertok’s Statemem 
ASSISTANCE “AS A NATION 


The Jewish Agency stands by its offer made on the out- 
break of war, and again in December, to raise a Jewish 
force of an appreciable size to be placed at the disposal 
of the Allies wherever the military authorities find it 
necessary and to offer the industrial and scientific resources 
of the Jews in Palestine for supplying the Allied bases in 
the Middle East, declared Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the 
Political Department of the Agency, in a statement made 
in Jerusalem. 


Mr. Shertok further revealed that, with regard to local 
recruitment, the Agency has co-operated in the enlistment 
of a number of Jews for techn«al work in the British 
Army. 

The Executive, however, was anxious for Jews to par- 
ticipate actively as a nation in the Allied fighting services. 
“The hewing of wood and the drawing of water were 
not regarded by the Jews as derogatory, as was Clearly 
demonstrated by the work of the Jewish pioneers in Pales- 
tine. But it was derogatory to use Jews only for such 
functions while excluding them from -he fighting services. 
Such a position they could not accept,” said Mr. Shertok. 


“If Jewish Help is to be Given—” 


He added: “Nor can the Palestine Jews be regarded 
merely as Palestinians who *‘ happen to be Jews.’ The Jews in 
Palestine were the same as the Jews in other countries, 
but they constituted the nucleus of the Jewish nation.”

Palestine Will Lose Trade 


The Nazi invasion of Belgium and Holland will have con- 
siderable effect on Palestine’s foreign trade figures. Pales- 
tine enjoyed a favourable trade balance with Holland and 
had important markets in Belgium. 

Last year, exports to Belgium totalled £314,000 against 
imports from that country of £361,000. Holland last year 
imported goods to the value of £452,000 from Palestine. 
which took from Holland imports to the value of £287,000. 

Cultural relations with both countries have been strong, 
and there were about a hundred Jewish students from Pales- 
tine in the technical schools and universities of Belgium 
and Holland before the invasion. 


PIONEERING BRICK WORKS 
Important New Industry 


Under the heading “ Epic of a Brickworks,” a recent issue 
of the Brirish CLAYWORKER iclls the story of the Naaman 
Clay Brick Works by the Brook Naaman, near Emek 
Zebulun. Started by German Jewish refugees under the 
auspices of the Keren Hashomer Hazair, this is Palestine’s 
first modern mechanical brick works, and is intended to be 
one of the most up-to-date works anywhere in the world. 

After preference shareholders have received a four per 
cent. dividend, the profits are distributed at the rate of 
forty-five per cent. to shareholders, forty-five per cent. to 
improving the workers’ amenities, and ten per cent. to the 
J.N.F., who hold the land. 

The firm will specialise in hollow bricks of burnt clay, 
which are lighter and cheaper and have greater insulating 
power than the silicate bricks, concrete, and natural stone 
to which nearly all building in Palestine is so far confined. 
It is hoped in course of time to turn out 10,000,000 bricks 
a year. Paving quarries, pavement plates, ceiling tiles, roof 
tiles, tiles for paving fowl houses and stables, and draining 
pipes are also to be produced. All the raw material is to be 
found on the site.

MR. MOISE FLORENTIN 


Prominent Manchester Sefardi 


With the death on Sunday of Mr. Moise I. Florentin, at the 
age of sixty-eight, the Sefardi Community of Manchester 
and district has lost one of its most active members.

SABBATHS OF YEARS 


“And thou shalt number seven sabbaths of years unto 
thee, seven times Seven years... even forty and nine 
years.” —Leviticus XXv, 8. 


The Israelite of old was never allowed to forget or 
ignore the lapse of time. He was bidden to interrupt 
his work periodically in order to count the days, the 
weeks. the years, and the sabbatical cycles, and at the 
end of seven periods of seven years he was to proclaim 
the jubilee year, Which brought “ liberty throughout the 
land unto all the inhabitants thereof" and caused a 
redistribution of wealth among the people. It is a great 
experience for any man to look back upon “seven 
sabbaths of years * and to recall the changes which have 
taken place during his lifetime, or marked the stages of 
his earthly pilgrimage.

OUTDOOR HOLIDAYS 
Children Roam the Countryside 


With security conditions now restored to almost normal 
throughout the country, and even inter-urban night travel 
in cars and buses now permitted, a feature of Palestinian 
school life that has been resumed is the “ Tiyyulim,” or 
hikes and excursions, by whole classes of schoolchildren. 
Accompanied by their teachers, and carrying their blankets 
and kitbags, large parties of boys and girls are out visiting 
the rural areas, or proceeding from one large town to 
another in order to get practical knowledge of topography. 

In their kitbags there are not only maps of Palestine 
but also copies of the Scripture, the surest guide to the 
land, and thus they are able to add to their knowledge of 
the ancient and modern history of their homeland. Accom- 
modation for the children is provided in schools in most 
places, and their mode of conveyance is either by bus 
or foot, some of the elder and more hardy pupils tramping 


through the rural areas of the Plain of Esdraelon and

New Defence Regulations 
ANTI-SEMITISM AND PRO-NAZISM 


Intense discussion is believed to be proceeding within the 
ranks of the Fascists following the introduction by Sir Jonn 
Anderson, the Home Secretary, of the Treachery Bill, and 
additional regulations under the Emergency Powers 
(Defence) Act, designed to deal with the Fifth Column 
menace and to counter espionage and sabotage. 

The Bill imposes the death penalty in grave cases of 
espionage and sabotage, and the regulations provide a 
penalty of up to seven years’ penal servitude or a fine of 
£500, or both, for people who systematically publish matter 
likely to foment opposition to the successful prosecution 
of the war. Anyone having in his possession such material 
after having been warned is liable to two years’ imprison- 
ment or a fine up to £500. 

One of the regulations empowers the Secretary of State 
to direct that no further use shall be made, pending an 
application to the High Court, of any printing press which 
has been used for the production of documents published 
in contravention of the regulations.

by the authorities from dispatch abroad because both 
papers “are well known to make a practice of publishing 
allegations which create in the minds of neutrals misappre- 
hension about British policy.” An article in ACTION entitled 
“Who Are the Traitors?” seeks to accuse everybody else, 
except the Fascists, of treachery, taking care, of course, to 
drag in the Jews.

The war appears to have had little effect on Fascist 
activity in Oxford University. Although not numerically 
strong at the outset, the Mosleyites have managed to appeal 
to some extent to disgruntled elements, both through open 
organisation and through a secret ~ whispering campaign. 

They organised a “Corporate Club,” which purported 
to exist for the “intellectual study of the modern move- 
ment.” Various B.U.F. speakers addressed this body, includ- 
ing Raven Thomson, editor of Action. Toa casual visitor 
to Club meetings, there was never the slightest hint of an 
anti-Jewish bias, although one may believe that_ anti- 
Semitism was very strong behind the scenes. The Fascist 
pose as reasonable humanitarian intellectuals must have 
deceived many students who went to the meetings. 

In Union debates, Fascists rarely missed an opportunity 
of slyly implying that “ non-British elements were funda- 
mentally to blame for the war,” and in private conversation 
after political meetings they slandered Jews, repeating the 
usual lies about the Jewish war record, the Press, and so 
on. Unfortunately, there has apparently been no concerted 
effort to stop this slander. 

Far more dangerous than the Corporate Club organisa- 
tion was the policy of infiltration into other clubs, such 
as the Peace Plans Club, the Pacifist Association, the Anglo- 
Arab Union. and various political clubs and religious 
bodies. 

Neither is the Fascist student organisation confined to 
Oxford. Chesham, the Oxford Fascist leader, ts said to 
be contemplating a revival of the federation that issued 
an anti-refugee pamphlet about a year ago and which set 
up Fascist cells in various centres, 


THE FURNITURE TRADE 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


The Furniture Manufacturing Trade Board recently held 
its first meeting. There are a number of Jews representing 
employers and employees, through the appropriate Trade 
Union, on the Board. It was decided to give notice of a 
proposal to fix minimum rates of wages for all workers 
employed in the trade. 

It is hoped that the new regulations will help materially 
in cleaning up the trade. They will not come into force 
until a notice setting out the proposals in detail has been 
issued to employers, and a period of twenty-eight days has 
been allowed for the lodging of objections to any of the 
proposals. 

A special Committee is considering the application of the 
overtime rates in certain Jewish establishments which close 
at 3.30 p.m. on Fridays to observe the Sabbath. There are 
not more than five such factories in London.

This vear Hospital Sunday will be held on May 26. The 
Chief Rabbi has written to Ministers and Hon. Officers of 
the United Synagogue recommending that a circular letter 
be sent to every seat-holder soliciting donations to the 
Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund and that the Ministers 
devote their sermons on Saturday, May 25, to pleading the 
cause of the Hospitals and dispensaries.

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WARSAW POGROM WAS TRY-OUT 


Nazis’ New Extermination Policy 


FREE HAND FOR POLISH JEW-BAITERS 


The pogrom in. Warsaw, which was reported in THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE last week, is proving to be the first 
step towards a new Nazi policy in Poland. It is to 
incite the Poles to do the work of exterminating the 
Jews, thus saving the Nazis the trouble. 

The latest reports from Poland are that the Nazi 
Government is organising the section of Polish anti- 
Semitic youth known before the war as the National 
Radicals (Naras), a section of extreme Nationalists who 
openly preached pogroms as a means of “ solving ” the 
Jewish problem. Even the Endeks repudiated these 
tactics and various Polish Governments had dealt 
severely with them because of the elements of the hooli- 
gan underworld which dominated them. 


National Radicals as Storm-Troopers 


And it is these people whom the Nazis have chosen to 
‘solve ” the lewish. problem. It appears that the Nazis’ 
immediate object is to raise the Naras to the same position 
as that held by the Storm Troopers in Germany. They 
will be put into uniform and given power to arrest Jews, 
raid Jewish homes and businesses, and generally to do 
whatever they may think necessary in order to force the 
Jews to leave. 

Two hundred Nara leaders have already been taken to 
Germany to undergo a course of special training, and “ Nara 
Houses” (the counterpart to the “Brown Houses” in 
Germany) are to be established throughout Poland, whence 
they will conduct their task of making the lives of the 
Jews so unbearable that they will either be driven to commit 
suicide or flee the country. 


Murder in Przytyk 


A step in that direction has been taken by the organisation 
of a new pogrom in the town of Przytyk, in the Radom 
district, where, in 1936, the same Naras staged an anti-Jewish 
riot. At that time, the Jews organised strong self-defence 
and managed to frustrate the Nara plans. A famous trial 
followed, which ended in what was considered a victory for 
Polish liberalism. Now the Naras—-thanks to the Nazis— 
have avenged their defeat. With German soldiers standing 
idly by, the hooligans demolished the Jewish part of the 
town, looted every house, wounded many Jews and killed 
one young man named Shioime Roitman, aged twenty- 
seven. | 

The Nazi invaders are now planning further outbreaks. 
It is a very convenient method for them, for they can put 
forth the claim that it is not they who are organising 
pogroms but the Poles themselves. But anyone acquainted 
with conditions in Poland knows that the handful of Naras 
do not represent the Polish people; they merely serve as 
a screen for the Nazis to do their work of extermination. 


THE POGROM-MONGERS 
Jews Appeal for Radio Warnings 


Polish Jewish leaders are urging their Government, estab- 
lished in France, to broadcast from its wireless station 
regular warnings to the population of Poland against Nazi 
provocation to attack the Jews. 

In a speech at the opening of new headquarters in Paris 
of the Association of Polish Jews in France, M. Stanczyk, 
the Polish Minister of Labour, said it was impossible to 
fight Hitler and at the same time approve of Nazi Jew- 
baiting. “Anti-Semitism,” he added, “is not rooted in 
the psychology of the Polish people. Its main representa- 
tives are the dissatisfied unemployed and intellectuals. As 
soon as Poland is free again, Jews and Poles will be working 
together for the happiness and wellbeing of all human 
beings on Polish soil.” 

Professor Gurko, who represented the Government, said 
that the Polish people could not be judged only by their 
recent history. “Polish history as a whole,” he claimed, 
“ shows a spirit of tolerance, and it is wrong to judge the 
Polish people by its history of the last few years, when 
the Germans were systematically transplanting their inhuman 
ideas to Poland.” In the Poland to be reconstructed: after 
the war, all citizens would be equal before the law. 


POLISH JEWS’ SECOND REPRESENTATIVE 
A Spokesman of the Masses 


[From our tormer Warsaw Correspondent] 


Following the recent decision of the Polish Government, 
a second Jewish representative has been appointed to the 
Polish National Council in France. He is M. Zygelbaum, 
formerly General Secretary of the Bund (the Jewish Socialist 
Party) in Lodz and a prominent trade union leader. It 
was M. Zygelbaum, with the Lodz section of the Bund, 
who was responsible for the great Jewish protest strike 
in Poland against the pogrom in Przytyk, near Kielce, and 
he organised the fight of Jews and non-Jews against the 
Endeks and anti-Semites. 

“ Complete national and cultural autonomy for the Jews ” 
was the main plank of M. Zygelbaum and his Party, and 
he is expected to carry on the fight in the National Council. 
Whether he will work in close co-operation with the other 
Jewish member; Dr, Schwarzbart, is still unknown. Dr. 
Schwarzbart is a Zionist, and in Poland his Party and the 
Bund were bitterly opposed. In the last Warsaw communal 
elections, the Bund obtained a commanding majority, as 
also in the elections to the Warsaw Municipality. 

In France, M. Zygelbaum is expected to have the support 


of the Jewish masses, chiefly workers, of whom there are 
many thousands.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S “ ALL-FAITHS ” 
COMMITTEE 


Successor to Dr. Adler Appointed 


President Roosevelt has nominated Professor Louis 
Finkelstein, President of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, as representative of American Jewry to dis- 
cuss peace questions. He thus succeeds the late Dr. 
Cyrus Adler, who was selected by President Roosevelt 
to meet with representatives of other faiths at a White 
House conference on peace. 

Dr. Finkelstein, who has held the chair of Solomon 
Schechte~ Professor in Theology at the Seminary since 
1931, recently succeeded the late Dr. Adler as President 
of the Faculty of the Seminary. He is forty-five years 
of age, and was born in Cincinnati. He is a member 
of the Executive Council of the United Synagogue of 
America, and was President from 1928 to 1930 of the 
Rabbinical Assembly of America. In 1922 he married 
Carmel, daughter of the late Mr. Herbert Bentwich 
and sister of Professor Norman Bentwich. 


IN SEARCH OF JEWISH UNITY 
Mr. Perlzweig’s Mission to America 


Back from America, where he has, with Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, been touring on behalf of the World Jewish 
Congress, the Rev. M. L. Perizweig reported on his visit on 
Thursday of last week at a meeting at Woburn House, W.C. 
Lady Reading presided. 

They went out, Mr. Perlzweig said, partly in the x * 
that they would be able to assist in the conduct of the 
struggle against Hitler's Germany. They took their place 
on two fronts—in the struggle for the truth to prevail in 
America and in the promotion of the economic moral 
embargo on Hitler's Germany. They were able to dispel a 
little of the false conceptions about the Allied Powers not 
only in the world at large but in the Jewish Community. 

They went, he continued, in search of Jewish unity. 
There was no Jewish unity and they were a very long way 
from achieving it; but he hoped that their mission: to 
America had helped to increase its possibilities. 


1,000,000 Jews Will Die Unless... . 


The Jewish world, said Mr. Perlzweig, had not yet under- 
stood the magnitude of the problem that confronted them in 
Eastern Europe. If the war lasted another year 1,000,000 
Jews would die in Poland. They could not feed and succour 
these Jews without the consent of both the British and the 
Nazi Governments, and they would never achieve that 
consent without the sympathetic co-operation of the 
American Government. 

Their tasks were to extend and develop the work of 
centralised relief and reconstruction, and to continue and 
develop the discussions and negotiations which they had had 
with the leaders of public opinion and of Governments in 
Europe with the object of preparing the way for the com- 
plete post-war restoration of Jewish rights in Europe. 

In a message read to the meeting, Dr. Goldmann declared 
that “American Jewry will play the largest part in an attempt 
to solve Jewish problems elsewhere, but their help can be 
more effective if we in Europe are organised. To-day the 
South American Republics, so far as thew Jewish Com- 
munities are concerned, are all organised within the frame- 
work of the World Jéwish Congress.”. The World Jewish 
Congress, operating at Geneva, would set up its own 
Organisation, at the same time appealing to all Jewry to 
co-ordinate relief efforts, particularly in administration, so 
that the existing chaos might be surmounted. They had set 
up in Geneva and in New York institutes which were 
inguiring into the solution of specific Jewish problems 
arising out of the war. 


The American Jewish Congress has submitted to the Polish 
Ambassador, Count Potocki, a protest against the revival . by 
the Polish Government of the issue of evacuating Jews from 
the territory of the Polish State. The protest describes this 
move as “ unworthy of a Government seeking the goodwill of 
democratic, freedom-loving people.’ Count Potocki, in reply, 
has denied that the issue has been revived: but the Congress 
is demanding that the Government directly repudiate the 
evacuation policy.

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BARBARISM CHALLENGES 
THE WORLD 


WHATEVER misconceptions may have lingered in 
some quarters as to the reasons for this war, the latest 
defiance flung by the barbarian Nazi: hordes to the 
moral law and the consciences of men must surely have 
shattered them beyond hope of revival. 

More than ever does the world now know that nothing 
sacred-or profane, human or divine, is allowed to stand 
betweon Hitler's savage greed and his goal of domina- 
tion. The fire of the Nazi mathine-guns murdering 
helpless refugees as they flee before the German invaders 
has lit up, as never before, the purposes and methods of 
the new Hun onslaught, and revealed its far-reaching 
and terrible implications for the whole human family 
outside the Reich. Must slavery return to earth, under 
the whip of the Nazi fiends? Must the human personal- 
ity be dragged down to the lowest depths of degrada- 
tion? Must decency, justice, mercy, and ordered 
progress perish from the face of the earth? These are 
the poignant questions that to-day clamour for answer. 
Even the agonising Jewish problem is only a small part 
of the general welter, though it symbolises the towering 
human issue that confronts us. How foolish, indeed, 
must now appear, even to the most stupid, the malicious 
“ Fifth Column ™ prattle which tried to pretend that an 
all but universal conflict turned upon a Jewish need or 
a Jewish wish! All mankind, loving freedom and 
clinging to the hope of happiness, is Hitler's enemy. 
It is at the gates of civilisation itself that this human 
scourge is thundering! 

The Jewish people, to be sure, were the first to realise 
the grisly perils which German Nazism threatened. 
They were the first to perceive tie true character of the 
menace that was increasingly threatening the civilised 
world. How could it have been otherwise, seeing that 
from the first dav of Nazism in power the magnitude of 
the looming terror was hammered into them by biticr 
and tragic experience? They felt it their urgent duty 
to warn the civilised nations of what was in store for 
them. Thev besought them to realise that the destruction 
of the Jews Was only the first, because the easiest, of 
the Nazi Objectives. Their warnings were unheeded. 
They were denounced in some quarters as scaremongers 
and warmongers, and abandoned to their fate, in the 
hope that the extermination of German Jewry was an 
internal German affair and that peace could be pur- 
chased cheap by submission to that abominable crime. 
But fortified in their contempt for the decencies by this 
accommodating display of isolationism, the Nazis only 
took fresh courage. Step by step they moved -to fresh 
crimes. People after people, Austrians, Czechs, Poles, 
followed the Jews into the Nazi torture-chamber, until 
nations, grasping the truth at last, if belatedly, took up 
arms against the savage beast in a fearful struggle to 
defend themselves and all that they hold dear. 

Yet to-day, even after Denmark, Norway, Holland, 
and Belgium have followed the others into the Nazi hell, 
there are great democracies still “isolated” from the 
fight. The lesson of the past seven years has still failed 
to stir them into action, though it appears to be gradu- 
ally coming home to their minds. They have the right 
to fashion their own policies. But may not Jews, the 
first victims of German lust for enslaving all other 
peoples, and the unheeded prophets of calamities to 
come, at least appeal to those still neutral democracies 
to grasp the dread truth, and to draw the inevitable 
conclusions? We would ask the free peoples of America, 
hitherto set upon a neutral attitude: Has neutrality, 
however earnestly and steadfastly pursued, saved 
Holland and Belgium, and Denmark and Norway from 
ultimate assault? Can isolation mitigate the mad Nazi 
passion for domination, or halt it at America’s three- 

mile, or even three-hundred-mile, limit? 

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT at least knows better. In his 
speech to the Pan-American Scientific Congress last 
Friday, he bluntly denounced as a “ mistaken idea ” the 
comfortable thought, cultivated until recent weeks by 
many citizens of the American Republics, that they were 
wholly safe. Every acre of the Americas, he told them, 
from the Arctic to the Antarctic, was “closer to the 
homes of the modern conquerors” than to their historic 
predecessors. He warned them that America must now 
admit that the Nazis, if successful, would “ enlarge their 
wild dream to encompass every human being and every 
mile of the earth’s surface.” Could they, he asked, con- 
'inue their peaceful construction “ if all the other con- 


tients embraced by preference or compulsion a wholly 
principle of life?” 


It was surely time, the President went on, for the 
American Republics to spread that problem before them 
in the cold light of day, to analyse it, ask questions, and 
demand answers. That is all we, too, are now asking— 
that, and the question whether it is not their manifest 
duty to remember the moral responsibilities to their 
own and other nations’ civilisation that their vast 
strength imposes. Can the upholders of the Declaration 
of Independence acknowledge no duty to human 
liberties? 

However American policies may now shape—and we 
would do well in this momentous connection to harbour 
no unkind thoughts—our own duty is written in letters 
of fire. We must, in this critical hour, stand fast, and, 
remembering the onward German sweep almost to the 
gates of Paris at the opening of the last war, recollect 
too the fatal setback of the Marne that followed soon 
after. Sooner or later German arrogance will meet its 
second Marne in the present war if we but quit Ourselves 
like men in the hour of decision. In Mr, CHURCHILL'S 
stirring words, without victory there is mo survival for 
the British Empire, no survival for all-it has stood for, 
no survival for the urge and impulse of the ages, that 
mankind will move forward towards its goal—and, may 
we add, no hope that the fetters will ever be struck from 
Jewish limbs. “* Come then, fet us go forward together 
with our united strength “—and God, in His Providence, 
defend the right! 


“BELGIAN REFUGEES” AGAIN 

Once again Belgians are streaming from their homes 
hefore the brutal German invaders. And once more some 
of them may be trekking for these hospitable shores. The 
pathetic processions, however, were preceded this time by 
refugees from stricken Holland, including Queen Wilhelmina, 
Princess Juliana and her two babies, who have sought refuge 
from the vengeful German invaders. Jews everywhere, who 
remember the tolerant friendship of the Dutch Royal House 
for Dutch Jewish citizens, will extend their profound sym- 
pathy to these Royal victims of an atrocious outrage, and 
the hope for the speedy realisation of their wishes to be soon 
again among the Queen’s heroic subjects. The Govern- 
ment are meanwhile envisaging a Belgian immigration to 
this country, and are taking prompt steps for its accommoda- 
tion. In this they are but carrying out the heartfelt desire 
of the British people. 


Some, perhaps many, of the new refugees may be 
members of the Belgian and Dutch Jewish Communities, 
who number 60,000 and 120,000 respectively, to say 
nothing of the 40,000 refugees from Germany in both coun- 
tries, who may again be compelled to take up the 
wanderer’s staff in retreat from the merciless Teuton 
hordes. In the last war, British Jewry did great things in 
rescuing the “ Belgian refugees "—a work with which the 
names of Mr. Otto Schiff and his lamented brother will 
for ever be honourably associated. If it should fall again 
to the Community to render a similar service to the victims 
of the latest exodus, even though at a moment when it is 
already hard pressed, we feel sure that it will not evade its 
moral responsibility. It is good to learn that this urgent 
matter is already under consideration. 


PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES WITH ALIENS 


With the war temperature rising, and the new measures 
of treachery taken by the Germans behind the enemy lines, 
some further steps to safeguard the home front might well 
have been expected. Little surprise will therefore be felt 
at the measures announced this week. The first of them 
directs the internment of German and Austrian males 
between 16 and 60 years of age who live in or near the 
Southern and Eastern coasts. The second orders all other 
male aliens within those areas to report daily to the police, 
to avoid the use of any motor vehicle (other than a public 
conveyance) or bicycle, and to remain indoors between the 
hours of 8 p.m. and 6 a.m. ‘That these restrictions will 
involve great hardship in individual cases is recognised and 
indeed regretted by the Home Office itself. But it is 
pointed out that they are urgent steps applied to districts 
where for military reasons special precautions are required 
for the time being. That argument cannot be resisted, 
least of all at this juncture when the very life of the nation 
is at issue. 


ONE CONSOLATION FOR REFUGEES 


IN any case, owing to the limitations in application—in 
particular the restriction to coastal areas, and the exclusion 
from these of the parts which come into the Metropolitan 
Police District—the number of enemy aliens affected is only 
about 3,000, and that of the other aliens 11,000. The 
invalid and infirm are not to be interned, and in the case 
of the non-enemy aliens Chief Constables are authorised 
in certain circumstances to grant exemptions from the 
restrictions where they are satisfied that this can be done 
without prejudice to the national interest. Above all, the 
Steps now taken are described as temporary, and it is 
explicitly added that it is intended that their rigour should 
be mitigated as soon as conditions permit. The fact that 
they have perforce to be taken at all remains, however, 
a matter for keen regret. Especially is this so in the case 
of those so-called “ enemy aliens” the very cause of whose 
presence here must strongly predispose them to help the 
land which has given them shelter from the common foe. 
Their only consolation is that they will, at any rate, be 
immune from enmity and suspicion in the event of the 


Germans extending their abominable new technique of 
invasion to these shores. 


_ soon as the invading Germans showed their heads. 


BEST PROOF OF GOOD FAITH 


THe Home Secretary, who has consistently exercised his 
authority with sober restraint and humanity, states that 
those affected by the present precautions, and who are in 
fact faithful to the vital interests of this country, will give 
the best proof of their attitude by submitting freely and 
uncomplainingly to the restrictions which the exigencies of 
the situation for the moment require. That course, how- 
ever much it demands from men who have been again 
and again inquired about and examined, will, we feel sure, 
be accepted without demur. One can only hope that the 
process of separating the sheep from the goats will be 
speeded up, so that the refugees may be given the chance, 


for which many of them long, of undertaking some form 


of national service most suitable to their aptitudes. For 
that abatement of suffering one may venture once again 
to appeal. 


WHAT OF THE OTHERS? 


Burt, as has again and again been pointed out in these 
columns, it is not only foreign residents from whom danger 
is to be apprehended. This, the revelations in Holland and 
Belgium most vividly prove. It is reported this week that 
during the Belgian police raids on the headquarters of ‘the 
anti-Semitic Nationalists in Eupen and Malmédy ample 
evidence was discovered that these anti-Semites had been in 
direct contact with the Nazis in Germany, and amongst a 
great deal of evidence of treachery a complete list was found 
of the leading Jews in Belgium who were to be arrested as 
Both 
the Belgian and the Dutch Governments, just before the 
invasions, closed all the anti-Jewish organisations which 
were also—some secretly, some openly—the pro-Nazi 
organisations in their respective countries, and arrested or 
interned the chief of the Jew-baiters. In Holland, 3,000 
anti-Semites and Nazi sympathisers, who formed the back- 
bone of the Fifth Column, were gaoled. But some were 
still at large to help in the fall of Rotterdam. And while all 
German subjects in the Low Countries were arrested on 
the day the German armies marched in, it is not irrelevant 
to note that neither the Belgian nor the Dutch Govern- 
ment found it necessary to intern any of the Jewish refugees 
from Germany. Indeed, many of these unhappy people in 
Belgium, previously interned in camps, are now said to have 
been released so that they may join the Belgian Army as 
volunteers. 


THE JEW-BAITING SMOKESCREEN 


THE question, in the light of all this, is whether an equally 
vigilant eye is being kept in this country on the Jew- 
baiters, many of whom merely employ anti-Semitism as a 
convenient screen behind which to help Hitler and do his 
filthy works of treachery. 


ACTION AGAINST PROPAGANDA 


CERTAIN amendments of the Defence . Regulations, 
designed to combat the Fifth Column, have just been 
announced, and are accompanied by a Bill providing for 
the death penalty in serious cases of espionage and 
sabotage. Up to a point, these may prove useful: Whether 
the new Regulations for checking “the spread of propa- 
ganda calculated to undermine the resolution of the people 
to prosecute the war to a successful issue” will be equally 
efficacious seems not so sure. They have been carefully 
drawn, it is said, with the understandable purpose of 
avoiding the penalising of the mere expression of opinions. 
But they appear to be concerned mainly, though not 
exclusively, with printed, as distinct from oral, propaganda. 
So far as the printed word is affected, the action contem- 
plated against any person or organisation concerned in the 
systematic publication of matter calculated to foment 
opposition to the successful waging of the war may be 
efficacious. In particular, the new Regulation which 
empowers the Home Secretary to forbid the further use, 
pending an application to the High Court, of any printing 
press which had been employed for the production of docu- 
ments published in defiance of the law against illegal propa- 
ganda should act as a salutary deterrent to printers inclined 
to offend, and therefore to those who engage their services. 


A “FIFTH COLUMN” LIE 


But there are other ways than publication for fomenting 
opposition to the successful prosecution of the war. There 
are the hundreds of meetings at which the war is menda- 
ciously and maliciously described as only a “ Jews’ war,” 
with the obvious inference that members of the audience 
should refuse to serve with the Armed Forces. The Regula- 
tion which makes it an offence ‘to endeavour to incite men 
liable to military service to evade their duties will, it might 
be argued, fully meet such cases. It is to be hoped this is so, 
for the wicked fable of the “ Jews’ war” has been reck- 
lessly propagated and been given such a long and free 
run as to cause unmistakable mischief. The sooner that 
obstruction to the full development of the nation’s war 
effort—with its plausible excuse to every coward and 
traitor to shirk his duty—is removed the better for the 
nation and its cause. But this new regulation will have to 
be searchingly and ceaselessly applied if it is to reach the 
less overt and more sinister agitators in factories, in 
drawing-rooms, and in the sub-organisations associated 
with the Pascists and other disruptive bodies,

Responsibility of the Electorate 
From Mr. B. A. LEVINSON

Sir,—Your leader of April 26 on the Deputies is admirable. 
Never was it more necessary to have the strongest Board 
possible. We call ourselves a representative body but in that 
we flatter ourselves. We talk and vote as though we possessed 
authority and again we flatter ourselves. 

The Board works as well as it does thanks to the Officers 
and the Committees and, truth to tell, in spite of the general 
meetings. The debates are arid because so little of the experience 
and ability in public affairs, of which there is plenty within the 
community, is represented among the thoroughly respectable 
deputies to supplement the work of the Committees and to 
criticise their decisions. | 

With an eye to the ensuing elections changes in the rules were 
suggested. he debate on the subject at the last meeting was 
unreal, because, whatever the system of election might be, the 
result would be the same unless the electors, as you put it, 
recognised their responsibility. The issue is now with the 
electoral congregations and institutions. What is wanted is a 
sermon to them, and your leader has provided it. 

if they repeat their performances by sending anybody to the 
Board who will pay the congregation's quota (a disgrace to both 
congregation and deputy) or who, being a bright young lawyer, 
could do with practice in speaking or who having no particular 
qualification could do as well as any other—the community will 
get the Board it deserves. It will be a Board that gets along 
somchow, following, if it has the sense to do so, the President 
and Chairmen. 

Yet in the community are many who should be and, I maintain 
could, if asked, be among the deputies: men who have had 
experience in Parliament, local government, or great commercial 
organisations. The lawyers are well represented numerically. 
The doctors are not. The professors are, with the exception of 
the President, as absent as Cato’s statue from the forum. Civil 
servants would be welcome—so would journalists. Best of all, 
ex-Cabinet Ministers—I do not see why ministers of the other 
kind sfiould be restricted, as in the expiring Board, to two, and 
they both eminent members. 

As it 1s, or was, the electors sent to the Board deputies who 
may represent them in some degree but who do not represent 
the community. It is my earnest belief that if the Committees 
of the electing bodies asked, they could have for their deputies 
men of the classes I refer to. They may not be anxious to 
serve but they would be willing to do so, to help in meeting 
the difficulties of the day and solving the problems which arise. 

The remedy is with the congregations and institutions. Let 
us sec how they acquit themsclves

UNITED SYNAGOGUE FINANCES. 


From Mr. PERCY H. SCHWARZSCHILD 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Will you please allow me to correct a false impression 
raised in your issue of May 10, in which the United Synagogue’s 
financial difficulties are described as arising “ briefly from two 
causes, namely, fall in income of the Constituent Synagogues 
and imability to use capital of invested funds earmarked for 
purposes other than those specified’’ Both of these conditions 
are unavoidable at present; as compared with the continual 
and large loss of capital—and interest—through ill-advised 
dealings in the United Synagogue Trust Funds. This was 
pointed out in detail to the Council about eighteen months 
ago and a warning note was sounded as to the results which 
were likely to accruc. 

Unfortunately the recent financial statement issued by the 

Honorary Officers goes to show that this imprudent management 
contimues apace even though the Honorary Officers in their oral 
and written reply of eighteen months ago gave an explanation 
as to how they intended to recoup some of these unnecessary 
losses of thousands of pounds, and by which they have not 
abided. 
_ The reference to “ only two ways of tackling the emergency— 
increased revenye and reduced expenditure ” can best be met 
at headquarters where high yielding Trustee Securities have 
been replaced by those of lower yield and security, whilst the 
holding of Concordia Estate ordinary shares would seem to be 
the excuse for a heavy rise in the office rent. 

In view of the fact announced by the Chairman at the recent 
meeting that the Honorary Officers are unable to recommend 
the return of the right to vote by members of the Council, an 
experience unknown in the history of the United Synagogue, it 
would seem that the financial straits is one on which the 
Honorary Officers are unwilling to allow any recommendation 
te be voted by the Council.

GOVERNMENT EVACUATION SCHEME 
Volunteer Helpers Wanted 


All Londoners know that preparations have been made for 
the removal to the country of school children whose parents 
wish them to go away if land air raids lead the Government 
to order further evacuation. The London County Council, 
aS a great evacuating authority, has to be ready to carry out 
plans at any time at only a few hours’ notice. 

One essential is a generous supply of responsible adults to act 
as escorts to the children on their journey. Volunteers for 
this service are still urgently required. Their travelling expenses 
and overnight expenses (if any) will be paid by the Government. 

The London County Council would also welcome offers of 
help from volunteer drivers with their own cars or motor- 
cycies, who are needed mainly for liaison work in London. A 
mileage rate will be paid to cover expenses 

Lastly, more offers of assistance are needed from women who 
would be willing to give help of various kinds to the billeting 
authorities in the reception area. Those with experience of a 
domestic nature or with knowledge of nursing or social work 
are particularly sought. Such helpers are entitled to a Govern- 
ment billet with free board and lodging and, in addition, the 
Government have authorised a small weekly payment to cover 
out-of-pocket expenses for those who would not otherwise be 
in a position to offer their services. : 

Volunteers are asked to write to the Education Officer (N/V), 
The County Hall, S.E.1, or to the Evacuation Officer of any 
Metropolitan evacuable areas adjoining the County of London. 
Volunteers may also enrol through Women's Voluntary Services 
for Civil Defence.

The wide field of activities covered by the Glasgow Jewish 
Representative Council during the we ear was reviewed 
at the ee ee meeting held last week. Mr. B. 
Strump, J.P., presided. 

Preseatinn his annual report, Mr. P. Glass, Hon. Secretary, 
said that immediately on the outbreak of war an Emergency 
Panel was formed to deal with important questions oe 
the Community. In response to an appeal by the Britis 
Red Cross Society, the Council had enlisted the support of 
all Glasgow Synagogues, as well as those in Aberdeen, Ayr, 
Dunfermline, and Inverness, and working parties had been 
organised by Jewish women. 

aluable work had been carried out during the year by 
the Press Committee of the Council, continued Mr. Glass. 
This Committee had done a great deal to counteract anti- 
Semitism and to establish friendlier relations between Jews 
and non-Jews. In this connection the Glasgow Society of 
Jews and Christians was rendering useful service. 

Referring to the question of the co-ordination of Glasgow 
Synagogues, Mr. Glasser said the difficulty still existed of 
providing for the officials of any Synagogues that wished 
to merge their identity. The problem had been brought to 
a head by the acute position in which the South Portland 
Street Synagogue had found itself. As a result of action 
taken by the Council, a new Committee to deal with the 
affairs of this Synagogue had been formed, and although the 
Synagogue still required considerable funds to meet its 
annual expenditure, the outlook was now much brighter. It 
was felt, however, that it might be only a question of time 
before other Synagogues in the city found themselves con- 
fronted with similar difficulties, and it would seem inevitable 
that, in their own interest as well as those of the Community, 
there should be a co-ordination of Synagogues. 


The High Price of Meat 


The financial position of the Council was stated by Mr. M. 
Black, Treasurer, to be satisfactory 

The differences which still existed between the Glasgow Board 
of Shechita and the local Jewish butchers were outhned by Mr. 
Strump, who is President of the Shechita Board. He said that 
the matter would again be discussed, and he hoped that a settle- 
ment would be reached. 

Commenting on the hardships suffered by the poorer section 
of the Community as a result of the high prices and shortage 
of Kasher meat, Mr M. Glasser said that they should consider 
the question of the Board of Shechita being allowed to establish 
a licence to be held by the Community which would permit of 
meat being supplicd on a fair and economic basis to all classes.

“PLAYING INTO HITLER’S HANDS” 
Bishop Condemns Refugee-Baiting 


{From our Correspondent—BRIGHTON] 


The Bishop of Chichester (Dr. G. K. A. Bell), whose 
diocese comprises Sussex, protests in this month’s Diocesan 
GAZETTE against the suspicion of refugees which has recently 
been shown in this county and elsewhere. He writes: 

“ These are the very men and women whom Hitler has 
hounded from their homes. It is their greatest longing that the 
country which they love should be freed of Hitler and all his 
colleagues. How can we imagine that they, of all people, should 
wish by word or deed to help Hitler to win the war, which 
would mean, incidentally, their own destruction? On the other 
hand, if this country were by any strange fatality moved to harry 
the refugees, we should be playing right into Hitler’s hands and 
carrying on his work. 

“ | hope myself that the symptoms of suspicion will quickly 
die down. A realist view of the circumstances in which the 
refugees became our guests should make it impossible for us 
to conceive of them as on the side of the enemy. Humanity 
and charity should lead us to do everything we can to extend 


our sympathy to those who must perforce be suffering very 
great strain.” |

ANTI-FASCISTS IN BIRMINGHAM 
Non-Jews Organise Against B.U.F. 


[From our Correspondent] 


T. P. Moran’s Sunday night meetings in the Bull Ring 
have had an unexpected sequel. Starting with an audience 
of two only a month ago, an anti-Fascist League has been 
formed by a tiny group of Birmingham citizens which does 
not contain a single Jew. Their object is to appeal for 
the discarding of all political and religious prejudices so 
that a united front may be established to win the war. 

Last Sunday, their meeting outlasted the Fascist gather- 
ing by more than an hour, and the largest crowd in the 
Bull Ring gave their wholehearted support. 

Moran (who was Mosley’s candidate at the recent Silver- 
town by-election) had a stormy meeting, and could hardly 
keep pace with the hecklers. He seemed glad to bring the 
meeting to a close. 

It is gratifying to see that very few Jews attend his meet- 
ings, and those who do exercise a commendable restraint 
in the face of the most outrageous libels against the Jews, 
to whom Moran always refers as “ hook-nosed Israelites.” 


RATIONING OF MEAT IN LEEDS 
Need for Sealing of Poultry 


[From our Correspondent] 


At a meeting of the Executive of the Leeds Board of 
Shechita, held at Brandsby Lodge, Mr. A. Friedman, the 
Chairman, gave a further report on the question of meat 
ralioning. 

He said that the Rev. A. S. Super had been to London 
to see Mr. S. Myers, whose advice and help in the negotia- 
tions with the local food supply had been most helpful. Mr. 
Myers had stated that, providing there was a sufficiency of 
cattle in the country, Jewish ration coupons should be 
honoured by a full supply of home-killed meat. He had 
brought this to the attention of the local Meat Supply 
Board, and had every hope that efforts would be made to 
ensure an improvement 

The whole matter, of course, depended on a full supply 
of English cattle. 

A circular had been sent to every Jewish consumer in 
Leeds, signed jointly by the Board of Shechita and the Leeds 
Beth Din, pointing out the difficulties, and asking for their 
co-operation. The question of foreign meat had also been 
thoroughly investigated, and the London Beth Din had 
advanced very sound and excellent reasons why the pro- 
position of importing kasher frozen meat had to be ruled 
out as impracticable. 

In a discussion on the sealing of poultry it was pointed 
out that Leeds was one of the few large centres where 
poultry was not sealed. The Chairman felt that an attempt 
should be made to solve this problem, for the strictest 
supervision of the kashrut of the poultry was essential. 
The Beth Din agreed with this view.

It was stressed during the meeting that the work of the 
Association is of the utmost importance to the Jewish

CAREERS ADVICE 


One of the difficulties facing the Orthodox Jewish student 
is the occasional falling of an examination date on the 
Sabbath. The examination may be a vital one for his 
future career and no alternative date for the same subject 
may be shown in the syllabus. But there is no occasion 
to consider that that settles the matter and that the examina- 
tion must be forgone. There is a way out that can be 
adopted and which most examining bodies will give con- 
sideration to—an application, made as quickly as possible, 
for an alteration of date for the individual student. Usually 
the examining body will agree to grant this privilege, on 
payment of a special, and reasonably small, extra fee. 

The extra fee is necessarily charged because of the need 
to employ the examiner to set (and mark) the additional 
paper, for that paper to be printed, for an invigilator to sit 
specially, and so on. 

Two instances of this kind have occurred recently—one 
where, at the instance of this Bureau, a student was allowed 
to take an alternative paper on another date in a Northern 
Universities Matriculation examination, and the other, to 
which attention has been kindly drawn by the correspondent 
who received the privilege, in a University of London 
examination.

EGG DISHES FOR MEATLESS 
DAYS 


Poached Eggs with Braised Leeks 


A bunch of leeks; one carrot; one turnip: one 
onion; salt, pepper, mace, and parsley; water 
or stock, | gill; and poached or steamed eggs. 
Trim and thoroughly wash the leeks, put 
them in a saucepan of cold water, bring to 
the boil, boil for five minutes, then drain. 
(Reserve water for stock.) Use a _ thick 
saucepan, and cover the bottom with the 
cut-up carrot, turnip, and onion; add a sprig 
or-two of parsley, a blade of mace, two or 
three peppercorns, and salt to taste; pour in 
a gill of stock or water; lay the leeks on top 
of the vegetables; cover tightly; and cook 
very gently till the leeks are tender, adding 
a litthe more water if they become too dry. 
Cut the leeks through and arrange on a hot 
dish with poached or steamed eggs on top. 
Sprinkle eggs with chopped parsley. 


Baked Eggs and Onions 


Four eggs; grated cheese, 2 ozs.; breadcrumbs, 
2 ozs.; four large onions; margarine, 1 oz.: 
and salt and pepper. 

THE Onions must be really large; skin them 
and boil in salted water till just soft. Drain 
well, and when cool cut a slice off the top 
and scoop out centre, leaving a little cup. 
Chop the centres and mix with breadcrumbs. 
one ounce of grated cheese, and salt and 
pepper; arrange in four little mounds on a 
greased fireproof dish, and place an onion 
cup on top of each. Season each with salt 
and pepper. put in a tiny knob of butter, and 
carefully slip an egg into each. Sprinkle 
with salt, pepper, and grated cheese, dot 
with butter, and bake in a moderate oven 
till the eggs are set.

Cover with 
the remaining spaghetti, and pour over the 
white sauce Sprinkle with cheese, and dot 
with margarine.

TECHNICAL TRAINING FOR POLISH REFUGEES 


The Polish Jewish Refugee Fund, which is assisting the 
stranded Polish Jewish Refugees in this country, has recently 
formed a Technical and Professional Training Aid Board, 
of which I had the honour to be elected as Chairman. The 
object is to provide opportunities for all Polish refugees to 
be employed in professions or crafts for which they are 
qualified. The Board will also take the necessary steps for 
the retraining of the unskilled and will in general render 
them all the advice and assistance required in this respect. 
I shall be obliged if all manufacturers, factory and work- 
shop Owners, engineering, chemical, and other industrial 
principals will be good enough to let me know of any 
vacancies which they can place at the disposal of this 
Board for the purpose of training or employing the refugees 
registered with this Fund—Mr. P. Giupescame, 33, Soho 
Square, W.1. 


THE FASCISTS AND SCOUTING 


In the monthly issue of the Scourrer for August, 1939, 
there appeared a letter from a Rover Scout who also belongs 
to the B.U.F. His Rover Leader had told him that member- 
ship of the Scout movement was incompatible with member- 
ship of the B.U.F., and he wanted to know if that was the 
official attitude. The reply severely told the Rover Leader 
off, saying that he had no business to say what he did, and 
that although headquarters did not altogether agree with 
the policy of the B.U.F., a person who makes the Scout 
Promise and accepts the Scout Laws can belong to both 
the B.U.F. and the Scout movement. The Scout Promise 
says: On my honour I promise that I will do my best to do 
my duty to God and the King; to help other people at all 
times; and to obey the Scout Laws. The fourth Scout Law 
says a Scout is a friend to all and a brother to every other 
Scout no matter to what class or creed the other belongs. 
I therefore wrote to headquarters pointing out that the 
B.U.F. were avowedly the enemies of, among others, the 


Jews and that therefore they cannot be true “ friends” and 


“ brothers” to Jewish members of the Scout movement. 
My letter was at first ignored, but on writing again I 
received an evasive reply. In the course of correspondence, 
I asked them to ban members of the B.U.F. from entering 
the Scout movement. This they absolutely refused to do. 
In consequence, as I do not wish to be a “friend” or 
“ brother ” to a member of the B.U.F., I have resigned my 
position as a Scouter (Scout leader). I advise Jewish Scouts 
and Scouters to protest to Headquarters, first, on their own 
account, secondly, through the Court of Honour (particulars 
can be had from the Committee running the troop), and 
thirdly, through the local Association. There are Jewish 
Scout troops in all parts of the country, including Glasgow, 
Leeds, Manchester, and London, and if sufficient opposition 
to B.U.F. Scout membership were shown it might be possible 
to get members of the B.U.F. banned from joining the 
Scout movement,—Mr. A. Goopman, 14, Rockliffe Road, 
Linthorpe, Middlesbrough.

ALLIANCE ASSURANCE 


GRATIFYING RESULTS 


The Annual General Court of the Alliance Assurance 
Company, Limited, was held on May 15 in London. 

Mr. Lionel N de Rothschild, O.B.E., the Chairman, said 
that the war had inevitably created many new problems in their 
business and the year under review had consequently been an 
exceptionally difficult one. In the Life Department there had 
been, as was only to be expected, a material decline in new 
business for the year under review. The new life business 
completed amounted to £2,794,227. In the year previous, 1938, 
they had had a record year of new business, but he had pointed 
out last year that that had been brought about by the introduc- 
tion of a very large endowment assurance pension scheme. The 
unsettled political outlook throughout the year had , militated 
against the acquisition of new business, and he could not hold 
out hopes of any material revival during the war period. 


The Life Offices Association had come to the wise decision 
that it would not be prudent any longer to include the war risk 
without the payment of an extra premium. The Directors of 
this Company had accepted that recommendation, and appropri- 
ate rates had been fixed for cases where it was desired to have 
the restrictive war clause deleted. 


The purchase money in respect of immediate annuity business 
was £41,202 less than in the previous year. The mortality 
experience had been once again particularly favourable, repre- 
senting 66 per cent. of the amount of the expectation in 
accordance with the table used in their valuation. 


The premium income in the active Alliance life account was 
£1,435,984, and the Alliance life and annuity funds now 
amounted to £22,787,036, being an addition of £278,292 for 
the year. 


FIRE AND ACCIDENT BUSINESS 


In the Fire Department, the net premiums amounted to 
£2,196,409 being £14,843 less than those of the previous year, 
accounted for entirely by the cessation of business in Germany, 
Poland, and Danzig as from the outbreak of war and the loss 
of certain fire connections in Canada following on their decision 
to cease writing accident business in that country. It was 
gratifying to be able to report that their Home premium income 
had increased 

The position of their business in Poland and Danzig had not 
yet been elucidated, but it was interesting to note that the whole 
of their German business had been compulsorily transferred to 
a German office two days before war was declared. They had 
no treaty reinsurance arrangements with any German company. 

The question of claims arising out. of their business in Spain 
was now under consideration, and it was possible that before 
the present year was out they would have a clearer idea of 
what their liabilities were, but, as‘he had stated last year, they 
were reasonably sure that the reserve that had been set up was 
sufficient. 

it was wuntortunately true that the nationalistic feeling in 
certain countries was still very strong, and legislation was being 
introduced with a view to curtailing the legitimate business of 
foreign companies, which if it materialised, would, to some 
extent, afiect their foreign business. The sooner countries came 
to realise that the freedom of trade was beneficial to all, the 
sooner would trade revive and thus help to do away with 
currency restrictions and the unpalatable barter system. 

The claims amounted to £740,048, being £29,100 less than 
those of 1938. The result of the year, after adjustment of 
reserves for unexpired risks and the imclusion of interest, less 
tax, amounting to £128,436, and after increasing the additional 
reserve once again by £100,000, was a balance of £454,199 carried 
to profit and loss. 

In the Accident Department, there had been a considerable 
fall in the premium income from £1,.491,872 to £1,371,640, or 
£120,000 down on the previous year. The two chief causes were 
the laying up of motor cars and cycles owing to petrol rationing 
and the cessation of accident business in Canada, to which he 
had referred last year. The result of Workmen's Compensation 
business had been satisfactory in both Great Britain and Eire, 
and the premium income had been maintained: Owing to 
increased employment, they might look for increased premiums 
in that section, but he was not over-sanguine that the results 
would improve, as the employment in trade of semi-skilled hands, 
which was bound to be the case in these days, tended to increase 
the number of accidents. 

The surplus in the combined accident account for the year 
amounted to £108,252, to which had to be added interest, making 
a total of £168,082 which had been transferred to profit and 
loss. 

MARINE UNDERWRITING 


The Marine premium income had increased by £176,861. To 
some extent that was due to higher rates on hulls, but in the 
main it was accounted for by war risk premiums. Agreement 
had been come to among underwriters to increase further the 
rates on hulls as from the beginning of the year. The under- 
writing account for 1937 had now been closed, and £47,120 had 
been carried to profit and loss account, a result which they 
regarded as satisfactory. The Trustee Department was progress- 
ing on an even keel and becoming more and more appreciated. 

He hoped it would be agreed that the results of the past year, 
having regard to the unavoidable loss of business and the special 
expenditure that had had to be incurred, were very gratifying. 
As to the current year, owing to the calling up of many of their 
staff and petrol rationing it was going to be difficult to maintain 
their field force and he did not anticipate any increase in premium 
income, but rather the reverse. It was true that values were 
bound to increase, and that would partly offset lack of new 
business in the Fire Department. There would probably be a 
further decrease in motor-car premiums, and it was difficult to 
see in what other directions the Accident premium income was 
likely to increase, save in Workmen’s Compensation. 

With regard to their assets, as a result of many months of 
growing international tension and recurrent crises, the Stock 
Exchange had long been prepared for the worst, and the effect 
of the actual outbreak of war was much less damaging than 
might have been expected. It had been necessary to institute 
minimum prices for gilt-edged securities, and for some time 
dealings had been practically at a. standstill, Confidence had 


been gradually regained, and with the virtual closing of 
alternative avenues of new investment, prices had soon risen 
well above the first official minima. ! 


STOCK EXCHANGE INVESTMENTS 


The usual valuation of their Stock Exchange investments at 
the end of the year had disclosed a further depreciation, largely 
due to the artificially low quotations for the very numerous 
inactive but high-grade securities which constituted a substantial 
part of the portfolio, especially in the case of the life fund. It 
was gratifying to record that in spite of that depreciation the 
market values of the Stock Exchange securities held on the 
members’ accounts were still substantially in excess of the book 
value. 

With regard to the Stock Exchange securities held on 
life account, there was, as at December 31 last, an adverse 
difference of nearly 3 per cent between book values and market. 
values, which was hardly surprising in view of the much smaller 
previously existing margin. In the case of a life fund it was 
not necessary to deal with any depreciation in the intervening 
years between the quinquennial valuation dates, and, whereas 
in 1919 and 1920 the investments in the members’ accounts 
had been heavily written down, the then depreciation in the life 
investments had not been dealt with, and by the next quin- 
quennial valuation date—December 31. 1923——it had disappeared. 
In fact, since 1918, no sums had had to be provided from revenue 
account to write down the investments of the Alliance Life Fund, 
which largely explained why, in the case of that fund, a small 
depreciation was shown at the end of last year. They need not 
be alarmed, as the investments in the life fund consisted very 
largely of redeemable securities, and the future automatic incre- 
ment in value as maturity approached would substantially exceed 
the depreciation disclosed on Decembe: 31 last. 


INVESTMENT INCOME 


The investment income had suffered not only from the heavy 
increase in taxation but also from certain additional defaults 
which had occurred automatically following the outbreak of war 
and from some inevitable reductions in ordinary dividends. To 
set against that, there had already been some compensation by 
the increase in the sterling value of dollar income, and it was 
not unreasonable to anticipate additional income during the 
current year from various wholly or partially defaulted securities, 
which should benefit from improved conditions in primary 
producing countries. 

He would like to place on record the Board's sincere thanks 
for the ever-loyal co-operaiion of the Boards of their associated 
offices and of their local Directors and agents at home and 
abroad.

LONDON AND MANCHESTER 
ASSURANCE COMPANY 
ASSETS EXCEED £21,000,000 


The seventy-first ordinary general meeting of the London and 
Manchester Assurance Co., Ltd. was held on Wednesday last 
at the Chief Office, Finsbury Square. E.C. 

Mr. A. H. Dawes (the Chairman) said that the period covered 
by the accounts included nearly seven months:of war For the 
first five months of the year, up to the end of August, their 
new business figures had been encouraging and there had seemed 
every likelihood of the year’s results being at least as good as 
those of the preceding one, but when war broke out they had 
shared the common experience of a marked decline in the volume 
of new Ordinary branch business. Yet, despite the obvious 
difficulties of the period, their combined premium income had 
increased by £42,441 to £3,494,977 and thei: assets had increased 
by £1,089,664 to £21,471,397. 

In the Ordinary Branch the net new sums assured amounted 
to £2,650,140, which represented three-quarters of the corre- 
sponding figure of the previous year Premiums amounted to 

471,182, an increase of £10,864. Claims by death were 
£200,907: matured endowments amounted to £653,865, which 
was £124,902 more and the highest sum ever paid. The Ordinary 
Branch life fund had increased to £12,506,338. Policies issued 
at ordinary rates after the outbreak of war contained a con- 
dition limiting the benefits payable if death arose directly or 
indirectly from any war. 

The premium income in the Industrial Branch amounted to 
£1,931,116 and the fund stood at £7,728,608. 


ANNUAL VALUATION 


The annual valuation had been made on the same basis as 

a year ago and in the Ordinary Branch it had been decided to 
ay on participating policies an interim bonus at the rate of

Germany's invasion of two further neutral countries and 
the evident fact that “total war” has now been joined in 
real earnest has inevitably created a new situation in stock 
markets in the past week. 

Prices practically throughout the Stock Exchange are 
lower, in some cases showing sharp falls. This is the result 
of uncertainty and an almost complete absence of new 
buyers. Investors naturally wish to await developments 
and will not undertake fresh commitments at the moment. 

In such conditions prices are always marked down as a 
precaution against possible selling. In actual fact there has 
been but little liquidation. Nowhere has there been any 
approach to “panic selling.” The undertone of markets 
indeed is confident and the technical position sound. 


AN ESSENTIAL PRECAUTION 


It must be expected that for a while, until more clear 
official news is available regarding the situation, investors 
will continue to hold their hands. Recovery, especially in 
the gilt-edged section, however, should come in due course. 

Meanwhile, the new Treasury regulations, requiring full 
details regarding ownership, especially in the case of non- 
British sellers of securities, have been welcomed in market 
circles, despite the additional trouble and filling in of forms 
that will be necessary. 

It is an essential precaution against the enemy benefiting 
from any securities he may come to possess in his 
ravages of neutral countries. As far as transactions by 
British subjects are concerned, the regulations should inter- 
fere little with the normal course of business. 


RECORD SALES 
Sales of Smiths Potato Crisps (1929) Ltd. in the year to

Good King Charles’s 
Golden Days ” 


Though this latest of Mr. Bernard Shaw's plays has been 
seen at Malvern, elsewhere in the Provinces, and in the 
London suburbs, this production at the New Theatre is its 
first West End appearance.

MUSIC 
MACCABI STRING ORCHESTRA 
Encouraging Debut 


Monday's Maccabi Day celebrations at Maccabi House 
included a novel feature in the form of a string orchestra 
which performed a full programe of classic music. In fact, 
the Maccabi String Orchestra and its conductor, Leo Kopf, 
have to be congratulated on an amazing feat. The orchestra 
was formed only a month ago, and consists of some nine- 
teen performers, certain of whom appear to double 
instruments. 

Yet on Monday they played a Handel Concerto Grosso, 
a Haydn Symphony, Chaikovsky’s Serenade, and, with Hans 
Geiger as soloist, a Bach Violin Concerto. To expect per- 
fection in such circumstances would be asking too much: 
what one has to recognise ts the fact that the orchestra was 
not making its first public appearance prematurely, but 
tackled the programme with a considerable measure’ of 
success. 

Ihe usual weaknesses of amateur orchestras were present: 
the problem of tone, for instance, is always well-nigh 
insuperable, while anxiety leads to its own pitfalls. But, 
if the orchestra can grow a little in numbers, and can have 
really plentiful practice as an ensemble, it should not need 
to rest on its early laurels. 


MOZART AT CRICKLEWOOD SYNAGOGUE 


A concert version of Mozart's “ Magic Flute,” given in 
aid of the Jewish Friends’ Society on Sunday afternoon 
at Cricklewood Synagogue Hall, brought together a very 


‘good group of singers. “Concert version” is a rather 


elastic term, so it must be explained that in this case it 
meant the rendering of the most important solos, duets, trios, 
and quartets in the opera to a pianoforte accompaniment. 
In such circumstances, the question of good vocal per- 
formance is the one and only criterion by which the artists 
may be judged, and it has to be said that in this regard the 
results were really excellent. If Alice Schwarz, in her two 
Queen of the Night arias, was the most outstanding of the 
artists, singing with tremendous dramatic intensity and 
perfect voice, the other artists deserve praise no less. 
Henryk Bornstein, who possesses a very powerful bass, 
was particularly suited for the part of Sarastro, though he 
should use his vocal power a little less munificently. Joseph 
Caspi as Tamino, Sylvia Patriss as Pamina, and S. B. 
Horinsky as Papageno all did extremely well, as did the 
ladies who sang parts of Papagena and the Three Ladies. 
Dr. Willy Salomon and Melitta Hiem alternated at the 
piano. and Miriam Rubinstein provided a connecting 
narrative. 


CINEMA 
THE BEST PROPAGANDA YET 
‘Mein Kampf—My Crimes” 


Despite an unsatisfactory title, “Mein Kampf—My 
Crimes” (" A” Cert.), at the Regal, is in most respects the 
best propaganda film seen to date. It purports to tell the 
story of Hitler's life, but it is too disconnected in this regard 
to be a pictorial biography, and it is much more focused 
on the methods by which Hitler came to, and remains in, 


power. 


By its conjunction of newsreel shots and reconstructed 
scenes, it contrives to build up a very impressive story of 
the development of the new Germany, the ! eals by which its 
leaders and masses are animated, the aims they have set 
themselves, and the way in which they had step by step 
been realised until September last year. 

After creating an almost overwhelming feeling of 
Germany’s omnipotence and irresistibility, grim and relent- 
less, the film suddenly snaps the tension with shots of British 
Tommies and sailors laughing and cheering, marching with 
comparative abandon of pace. And the moral pointed by 
- commentator has the effect of shattering the German 
Ulusion.

It is a tonic these days to see together two such irre- 
sponsibles as Mae West and W. C. Fields. In “My 
Little Chickadee,” starting at the Odeon, Leicester Square, 
on Monday (“A”™ Cert.), Mae is the husky belle of a frontier 
town in the ‘eighties and Field is a card sharper and pedlar 
of patent medicines. Mae is forced to leave the town by the 
Ladies’ Law and Order League and it is then that she meets 
Fields, who falls heavily for her. There follows a riotous 
story of masked bandits, saloons, Indians, and, above all, 
the courting of Mae by Field. 

Mae is gloriously vulgar as Flower Belle Lee. Fields is 
at his abstracted best and there are nice performances from 
Joseph Calleia, Donald Meck, and Margaret Hamilton. The 
film ends with a chorus of “come up and see me some 
time.” 


THERE ARE LAUGHS 


There are laughs in “ He Married His Wife” (“A” Cert.)
